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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In abstract : 

In line 2, replace "comprising" with -including-. 
In claims : 

Claim 24, in line 8, replace "a pole-like object" with -the pole-like object--. 
Claim 46, in line 5, replace "a pole-like object" with -the pole-like object-. 
Claim 61 , in line 9, replace "a pole" with -the pole-. 
Claim 62, in line 1 , replace "the light(s)" with -the light source(s)-. 
Claim 63, in line 1, replace "the light(s)" with -the light source(s)-. 

2. Claims 1-15, 17, 24, 36, 37, 39-56 and 58-64 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1, a light for an umbrella pole comprises, in combination, a body having a 
light source and a clamping device, which has a gripping surface and a spring located 
between an inner surface of the body and the gripping surface; the spring configures to 
resiliently urge the gripping surface into engagement with the umbrella pole. 
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Claims 2-15 are dependent on claim 1. 

Claim 17, a light for an umbrella pole comprises, in combination, a body having a 
light source and a clamping device, which has a gripping surface and a resilient 
member located between an inner sidewall surface of the body and the gripping 
surface; at least a portion of the clamping device being movable relative to the sidewall 
surface between an extended position and a range of clamping positions, the clamping 
positions being located between the extended position and the sidewall surface, the 
resilient member urging the gripping surface toward the extended position, whereby the 
light can be self-supported on the umbrella pole(s) of different size(s). 

Claims 53-56 and 58-60 are dependent on claim 17. 

Claim 24, a lighting device suitable for mounting around a pole comprises, in 
combination, a base part and a light source; the base part including a first base part 
pivotably coupled with a second base part, the first and second base parts being divided 
so that each has an inner sidewall surface, the sidewall surfaces forming a through hole 
to encircle the pole, the sidewall surfaces having a recess formed therein, the base 
part(s) having a clamp including a gripping surface and a resilient member located in 
the recess, the gripping surface being movable relative to the sidewall surface between 
an extended position and a range of clamping positions, the clamping positions being 
located between the extended position and the sidewall surface, the resilient member 
urging the gripping surface toward the extended position, whereby the light can be self- 
supported on the umbrella pole(s) of different size(s). 

Claims 36,37 and 39-52 are dependent on claim 24. 
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Claim 61 , a light for mounting around a pole comprises, in combination, a 
clamshell housing including a first portion pivotably coupled with a second portion, the 
first/second portions having a first/second inner sidewall surfaces and a first lateral 
surfaces extending outwardly from the inner sidewall surfaces to an outer periphery of 
the clamshell housing, the first and second portions defining an opening to receive the 
pole, and a clamp extending in a direction from one of the inner sidewall surfaces with 
spring-biased force to engage the pole so that the light is self-supported thereon and 
the clamp being biased to be able to engage pole(s) of different size(s). 

Claims 62-64 are dependent on claim 61 . 

The limitations discussed above are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior 
art of record.
